San Francisco, Dec. 4th—In a con¬ 
versation a few days since with Super¬ 
visor Henry Payot he expressed him¬ 
self as very much pleased with what 
has been done in getting the Sanitary 
Reduction Works to put in their water 
plant and the repairing of the chimney. 
He said the new plant had certainly 
minimized the trouble from the unsan¬ 
itary product that escaped with the 
smoke and fumes of the reduction 
works. 

He however is engaged in a plan 
that promises not only a jfreat relief 
to every homeholder in the city but 
also opens the way for our final relief 
from the irtCubus of the sanitary works 
themselves which had so long worried 
our people in the new wholesale dis¬ 
trict. 

a Every one knows the trouble that 
the Italian garbage scavengers of the 
city put our people to. The trust they 
have iViade charges all kinds of prices, 
as much, as $5 per month,to remove the 
garbage from houses and are indepen¬ 
dent as a wood chopper in regard to 
the services they render. The plan to 
have the city have its own employes 
and attend to all the removal of gar¬ 
bage without cost to the citizens will 
certainly be hailed with delight and 
we trust it will be initiated in the near 
future; it cannot come too soon. 

STABLE ORDINANCE. 

It appears from the drastic measures 
institut'd by the Board of Health that 
radical reformsare urged upon all people 
who keep stables. The matter is being 
taken up all over the city and while 
one set of rules however might well do 
for Van Ness and Golden Gate Avenues 
and the other fine thoroughfares of 
our city where residences and grand 
business buildings are constructed it 
would seem as though quite a modifi¬ 
cation of this plan should be permitted 
in the Potrero and outlying districts 
so long as they are kept in a sanitary 
condition. To put cement constructed 
pavement and buildings suitable for 
even hotels upon someof these districts 
would seem incongrous and impracti¬ 
cable and we have no doubt that the 
good common sense of our Board of 
Health will take these things into con¬ 
sideration in whatever regulation they 
may finally be comjielled to enforce. 
Any other course would be liable to 
send many of our people in that busi¬ 
ness out of it completely, much to the 
distress of those who have occasion to 
require the servicesof the livery stable. 
For their sakes as well as the general 
public who are dependent upon them 
we trust the latter course will prevail.

We have had occasion through these 
reports published in The Enterprise 
to mention Mr. Michael Casey, Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Public Works and 
the good work he is doing.

The San Mateo County authorities 
have moved back the fences and 
straightened the San Bruno road be¬ 
tween the county 1 ine and the seven- 
mile house in Visitacion Valley. To 
the casual observer the action is of lit¬ 
tle significance, but to those who are 
keen observers and interested in the 
development of the community, this 
action means the beginning of a solu¬ 
tion of the greatest question that has 
ever confronted the residents of Visita¬ 
cion Valley, and has baffled for a long 
while the San Francisco authorities. 
The residents of this community are 
enthusiastic over the plans of Super¬ 
visor Eikenkotter of San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty, which will solve the perplexing 
sewer question for the valley. Mr. 
Eikenkotter’s plan is easy when you 
know it. The supervisor explained 
his plans to a member of the Visitacion 
Valley Improvement Club as follows: 
“I have long been acquainted with the 
fact that San Bruno Road, in front of 
Visitacion Valley, is in an impassable 
condition. At the same time I readily 
saw the uselessness of making tempor¬ 
ary repairs. The road is four feet be¬ 
low the official grade at this point. It 
would be impossible to keep the road 
from washing out. As you well know 
the Southern Pacific owns the property 
on tiie east side of the road where they 
are building the car shops; therefore, 
consider the improvement of this road 
won hi be of great interest to that com¬ 
pany. With this idea in mind, I visi¬ 
ted the officials of the Southern Pacific 
and, to my surprise, found them quite 
ready for me, well acquainted with ev¬ 
ery particular in regard to the matter. 
Their explanation in a nutshell was, 
that if 1 could persuade the property 
owners on the opposite side of the road 
to move back their fences fifty feet, 
thereby straightening the road and at 
the same time giving a straight line to 
the Southern Pacific property, that 
they were willing to throw a tempor¬ 
ary spur track on the road and dump 
several of their trains of rock, thereby 
quickly raising the road to its proper 
grade. But this is far from being the 
most important feature of their plan. 
They explained to me that if this was 
done, namely the road straightened 
and raised four feet to the grade, they 
would then be able to continue their 
eight-foot sewer up to the San Fran¬ 
cisco county line. This, you can readi¬ 
ly see, would solve the outlet sewer 
problem for Visitacion Valley. One 
thing remained to be done, however, 
and that was to persuade the property 
owners on the west side of the road to 
consent to the moving of the fence and 
the surrendering of fifty feet of their 
property. The property owners, how¬ 
ever, being men of means, would not 
miss this small amount. After con¬ 
siderable persuasion they agreed to this 
arrangement.” 

Now it it up to the San Francisco 
Board of Public Works to complete 
the job by building for the residents of 
Visitacion Valley an outlet sewer tw 
connect with the sewer of the Southern 
Pacific Company at the county line. 
The Visitacion Valley Improvement 
Club has the matter in hand and will 


present it to the proper authorities and 
will press the issue to a completion. 


New Fight Arena. 

Visitacion Valley is in a fair way to¬ 
ward being a strong rival of Colma in 
the fistic world if the plans of A1 
Young and the others back of the Palm 
Athletic Club go through. Young has 
already secured for the club a permit 
from the supervisors of San Mateo 
County for holding forty-five-round 
fights, as well as “amateur” contests, 
and it is only a matter of erecting an 
arena to seat 10,000 people. The site 
for the new fight arena, Young states, 
is on the cut-off line of the Southern 
Pacific on the San Bruno road, between 
the six and seven mile houses. 

Young, who was the matchmaker of 
the Hawthorne Club in the days gone 
by, when the four-rounders were per¬ 
mitted to have their own sweet way, is 
also interested in a boxing club at 
Sacramento. 

“We have secured a permit from the 
supervisors to hold forty-fi ve-round 
fights,” said Young, “and as soon as 
we can build an arena propose to 
stage a good match. The arena will 
be within seven minutes’ ride of Third 
and Townsend streets and we hope to 
have it finished in the near future.” 

Young also says that pending the 
professional fights, the club will con¬ 
tinue to hold four-round matches at 
the clubrooms, 46B0 San Bruno road, 
just across the county line. Although 
Jimmy Coffroth who is Young’s oppo¬ 
sition in the county, will make no 
statement, it is known that he was 
aware of the plans of the new people. 
When his license was secured for the 
year it was with the understanding 
that but one professional club was to 
operate in San Mateo County, but it is 
possible that his lack of opposition 
caused the supervisors to take a favor¬ 
able step on the application.

CONSIDERING PLANS 
FOR A GREATER CITY 

Various Methods of Bringing 
About the Amalgamation of 
the Bay Cities With San Fran¬ 
cisco Fully Discussed. 

The First Meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Greater San Fran¬ 
cisco Committee Held at Its Head¬ 
quarters on Wednesday afternoon— 
Opposition Developing. 


At the first meeting of the executive 
committeeof the Greater Han Francisco 
committee in its rooms at the Califor¬ 
nia building last Wednesday afternoon 
the various methods of bringing about 
the amalgamation of the bay cities 
with San Francisco were discussed. 
The main purpose of the meeting was 
to enable the members to grow ac¬ 
quainted with the work before them. 
Much correspondence had accumulat¬ 
ed, and one of the most important fea¬ 
tures of the session was its considera¬ 
tion and disposal. 

It was decided that the members of 
the general committee should be asked 
to attend the next meeting of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee and make sugges¬ 
tions for a plan of campaign. It was 
decided to hold regular meetings of the 
executive committee at least once a 
week, with sjiecial meetings when any 
emergency should arise to warrant 
them. 

Provision was made for the issuance 
of two booklets covering the main 
points involved in the consolidation of 
the cities. They will probably be ready 
for circulation during the coming week. 


The executive committee consists of 
Albert H. Elliot, chairman, Alameda 
county; H. (’. Cutting, Contra Costa 
county; H. B. Cushing, Marin county; 
William L. Gerstle, Ban Francisco 
county; John H. Coleman, Ban Mateo 
county. 

Opposition to Movement. 

i The Merchants’ Exchangeof Oakland 
wias voted not to co-operate in the 
movement to consolidate all of the 
bay cities. The Greater Ban Francisco 
Association’s request that the exchange 
rnpne a representative on the general 
executive committee has been tabled. 

This section was taken as the result 
of a report from WilbeT Walker, sec¬ 
retary of the exchange. Walker said 
that the Oakland representatives to 
the recent consolidation meeting in 
Ban Francisco were treated discourt¬ 
eously. lie declared that neither Ed¬ 
win Stearns, secretary of the chamber 
of commerce; N. B. Greensfelder of 
the Oakland harbor league; F. A. 
Leach Jr. nor himself, who were the 
Oakland delegation, was given op¬ 
portunity to present Oakland’s views 
on the subject. 

Walker opposed any consideration 
of the invitation to representation on 
the association’s committee. The di¬ 
rectors virtually killed the subject by 
referring the invitation to theexchange 
committee on Greater Oakland, of 
which A. Jonas is chairman.

He 
took the stand that the movement of a i 
greater city is a sneer at Oakland, that 
it is a project of sellislmess hatched by 
San Francisco and that it is a plan to 
which the people of Oakland will never 
give their consent; he declared in effect 
that the suggestion of such consolida¬ 
tion is an open insult to Oakland’s 
dignity, and he threw down the gaunt¬ 
let of opposition.
